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A Fifty Thousand Dollar Cover

4d] Y Most Interesting Stamp,” I said, as I 
looked at a perfect copy of the $2.00 
Trans-Mississippi stamp, one of a hun- 
dred mounted in an exhibition frame at 

the National Philatelic Exhibition recently held in 

New York City. “But Jim is an engineer. Naturally 

he would select one in line with his work.” 

“Yes,” said Dick, who was “seeing the show” with 
me. “Jim can’t think of anything but his work. His 
entire collection is built around engineering and archi- 
tecture. Of course the bridge across the Mississippi 
shown on this stamp would interest him.” 

“Well, Dick,” I remarked as I searched for a cer- 
tain stamp. “I haven’t found your name under any— 
oh—why yes here it is.” as I found a Ic Century of 
Progress, with Richard R. Madison written under it. 


“Say,” I continued, “I thought your favorite stamp 
was that French stamp with the old cathedral on it?” 

“Yes, Pat,” he said, ‘But come out to my home, and 
let’s get some good liquid refreshments and I'll tell you 
the story of a $50,000 cover and tell you why I 
changed my selection of my favorite stamp.” 

Seated in the warm luxurious library of Richard 
Madison, new York’s most prominent banker, I turned 
thru the pages of a cover album bound in a _ 
Morocco leather. My host had gone to “dig up” 
bottle of fine old champaigne. 

“Look,” he had said, “for a plain cover with two Ic 
Century of Progress and one ordinary lc stamps on 
it. That is a $50,000 cover.” 

Turning thru the album I found only a few types; 
actual crash covers, real old covers, strange foreign 
covers, and a few which, I supposed, were of interest 
only to their owner. 

As Dick returned, I said, ‘““Well, I suppose I have 
found it. Is this the one on this page with this news- 
Paper account of your having been kidnapped last 
November ?”

Bill said he guessed so and I placed the 
three stamps you see on that cover on the envelope.” 

“The next afternoon about four thirty, Bill, Joe and 
I were playing three handed stud poker—we had to do 
something to pass the time. An early vintage Ford 
rattled up the road, sputtered and coughed a few 
times and stopped, just in front of the house.” 

“*What the Hell?’ said Bill, “Get in that closet 
Madison, and not a yap out of you, if you want to 
ever see your friends again. I’m going to find out 
what this Yokel wants.’ and with that he pushed me 
into the closet and locked the door and strode outside.” 

“It was cloudy and getting dark as the kidnapper 
thrust me into the closet and I could not recognize the 
overalled figure coming up the path to the house but 
when he spoke his voice seemed familiar. He yelled,

Collectors who want to fill up on 
their current and recent Philippine 
Stamps will be interested in the recent 
list of such stamps that are now 
available from the Philippine Trade 
Commissioner, 928 Barr’ Building, 
Washington, D. C. 

The list printed below is dated April 
27, so that it is the very latest infor- 
mation and is printed in full in order 
that complete instructions for order- 
ing may be available to our readers. 

Philippine stamps are not available 
from the Philatelic Agency at Wash- 
ington but must be ordered from the 
Philippine Trade Commissioner at the 
address above. 

It will be noted that Postage Due 
Stamps are offered for sale while our 
own United States Postage due 
stamps are not available to collectors. 
Perhaps a lesson from the Philippine 
Trade Commissioner would be helpful 
to our Postoffice Officials in adding a 
considerable bit of revenue by offer- 
ing the Postage Due Stamps to Col- 
lectors.

2. Current Series, Perf. 11, sur- 
charged “O.B.” (Official Business) in 
the following denominations: 2, 4 & 
8, 10, 12, 16, 20, 20 special delivery, 
26 and 30 centavo. These are sold in 
sets only @ 77 cents a set. Issued 
in March, 1931. 

3. Pictorial stamps of the following 
denominations: 4, 12, 20, 24 and 32 
centavo. These are sold in sets only 
at 46 cents a set. Issued in May, 
1932. The 2 centavo is exhausted both 
here and in Manila. The 18 centavo 
denomination was withdrawn from 
sale by the Governor-General of the 
Philippines on November 17, 1932. 

4. Stamps of the following denom- 
inations surcharged air mail: 2 cen- 
tavo current series, and 4, 12, 20, 24 
and 32 centavo pictorial stamps. 
These are sold in complete sets only 
at 47 cents a set. Issued in May, 
1933. 

5. Imperforate stamps, current se- 
ries, of the following denominations: 
2 and 4 centavo and 1, 2, 4 and 10 
peso. 

6. Postage Due stamps of the fol- 
lowing denominations: 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 
16 and 20 centavo. Sold in sets only 
at 38 cents a set. 

7. On or about the 15th of May 
there will be available in this office 
the Xth Far Eastern Olympic Cham- 
pionship Games commemorative 
stamps. These stamps were issued in 
Manila on April 14th, 1934. The 
stamps are sold in sets only, consist- 
ing of 2, 6 and 16 centavo stamps, @ 
12c a set. 

8. No stamps other than those list- 
ed above are now available in this of- 
fice.

Mr. Homer A. Howe asks several 
questions of general interest which 
we take the pleasure in endeavoring 
to answer to the best of our ability. 

The first on the list is a request 
for a method to identify double paper 
varieties on the banknote issues. This 
is somewhat of a “sticker.” Of course 
soaking will separate the two layers, 
one a thin one bearing the design, 
the other thicker and blank. We 
have an idea that this is just how 
they are discovered. That is, some 
banknotes are soaked and if a blank 
piece of paper is found it is time to 
look through the rest of the mixture 
which is soaking for a thin piece 
with the design on it. These are then 
carefully pasted together at the top 
so that all perforations between the 
two pieces coincide exactly. 

Grills which have been obscured by 
soaking and pressing will generally 
appear readily when placed in a wat- 
ermark detector as the breaks in the 
paper caused by the grill show up 
black when so immersed. It is a good 
idea never to place anything over or 
press wet stamps presumed to be 
grilled. 

Mr. Howe also points out that offset 
stamps are about one-half millimetre

shorter than the ordinary flat plate 
stamps. We had not noticed this 
before and can only account for it 
as being caused by a shrinkage in the 
celluloid negative when in the chem- 
icals used in developing it. (See Apr. 
7 issue for description of offset pro- 
cess.) 

The difficulty in distinguishing 
watermarks also troubles Mr. Howe, 
especially the orange, yellow, and 
brown stamps which appear more 
transparent than other colors when 
immersed. Repeating from last week 
the only way is to use your imagin- 
ation and watch very closely just at 
the instant the stamp is immersed. An 
added assistance in identifying and 
distinguishing the 1894 and 1895 is- 
sues is to remember that the 1894’s 
usually have very rough perforations 
with numerous disks of paper still 
clinging to the perforation holes. The 
1895 issue, on the other hand, always 
comes with clean cut perforations.

At the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century, countless numbers of 
carrier pigeons could be found in the 
central portion of the United States. 
Today, this fine bird is extinct. 
Pleasure seeking vandals are rapidly 
exterminating our wild fowl in the 
unprotected areas beyond the law. In- 
ternational concern should be felt for 
the survivors of the forest and field, 
and unless drastic measures are taken 
for their protection, the citizens of to- 
morrow will live in a world void of 
birds or beast. Let us not wait for 
our brothers of tomorrow to commem- 
orate an extinct bird, but demand that 
our government issue a stamp for the 
present protection of the migratory 
fowl and beast. In our western sanc- 
tuaries of protection, the migratory 
water fowl find a place to feed and 
rest. Individuals have changed the 
routes of migratory birds by scat- 
tering feed for them. These wild 
fowl have become so tamed by kind- 
ness that they will feed from the hand 
of man. 

A migratory bird stamp will be uni- 
versal in appeal. By this small piece 
of paper we can send a permanent 
message to our neighbors and request 
their personal cooperation in the con- 
servation of wild life. Our historical 
stamps will cause little excitement in 
the foreign countries, so request the 
government to deviate from this pol- 
icy and issue stamps that are inter- 
national in aspect. 

Stamp collectors of the world can 
be pioneers in conservation and 
through their joint efforts could pe- 
tition every country on the globe to

THE USED 
BLOCK RACKET 


Due to certain 
provisions of the 
United States 
Postal Laws and Regulations which 
provide for the salaries of Postmas- 
ters of a certain Class to be based on 
the amount of face: value of stamps 
which are cancelled in their office, 
there has risen in this country a 
“Racket” which eventually will lead to 
condemnation by a vast army of 
stamp collectors. It will further lead 
to a condemnation of United States 
Stamps by collectors in foreign coun- 
tries, it will put United States Stamps 
on a plane so far occupied by such 
stamps as the famous Seebeck issues 
of Latin American Countries, by 
countries such as Spain, Italy and 
other countries which have been pro- 
lific of new issues, unnecessary issues 
and stamps made to sell to stamp col- 
lectors. 

Besides doing this it undermines 
and destroys the value of all used cop- 
ies legitimately sent through the 
mails, it destroys the value of blocks 
which collectors buy at face value, 
place on envelopes and send through 
the mail for the sole purpose of get- 
ting good used blocks for their col- 
lections. 

The same thing applies to single 
stamps but naturally the big market 
and big field is in the sale of used 
blocks and since the advent of the 
Byrd Imperforate Sheets, these sheets 
have been led to the slaughter also. 


Perhaps we as a publication will 
suffer by loss of advertising patron- 
age from dealers who have been prof- 
iting by this method of supplying 
stamps to collectors. We are not alone 
in our knowledge of this “racket.” All 
publishers of Philatelic Publications 
are doubtless well aware of the meth- 
od of operation yet up to this time, 
none of them have spoken in an ef- 
fort to block and stop the practice 
nor to protect their readers from the 
destruction of the value of their legi- 
timate used stamps. 

When imperforate sheets of 6 Byrd 
stamps with a face value of 18 cents, 
are offered in wholesale quantities at 
less than face value, when superb 
blocks of four of all of the later com- 
memoratives are sold at less than face 
at retail, the collector begins to won- 
der and has wondered where the mate- 
rial comes from. Is it legitimate re- 
covery from mail? Can enough fine 
copies and blocks be recovered to per- 
mit their sale in such manner? 

The method is one which might well 
make the promoters rich men if it 
continues to operate for a long enough 
time. It is a simple plan, one that any 
collector can work provided he can 
find a friendly postmaster. 


Strange as it may seem it is not a 
dishonest plan, only a plan that is 
made possible by a freak provision 
which provides that the salary of a 
Postmaster at a Fourth Class Post- 
office shall be 80% of the amount of 
the face value of the stamps that he 
cancels at his office. (We may be a 
bit inaccurate or incorrect as to these 
figures and the plan but it is in effect 
something like we state it.) 


Thus with such a situation it is only 
necessary to say to Postmaster Jim 
Brown, here Jim, you take this Hun- 
dred Dollars worth of Mint Byrd 
Stamps and give me $100 worth of 3 
cent stamps in exchange. Then after 
provision has been made for getting 
the stamps you want cancelled in the 
hands of the postmaster you propose 
to buy the $100 worth of Byrd Stamps 
and have the postmaster cancel them. 


Stamps which he cancels, cancels 
lightly and nicely. You now have the 
$100 worth of Byrds for which you 
have paid Jim Brown $100. Now Jim 
only has to give the Government $20 
of this $100 which you gave him for 
the stamps. He is paid the other $80 
as his percentage on his salary since 
he gets 80% of his cancellations as 
salary. Now if you have planned this 
right with Jim Brown, Jim will give 
| you back say $75 of the money and he 
|will have left $5.00 which he has 
learned easily for cancelling for you 
the $100 worth of Byrd Stamps. On 
such a basis the $100 worth of Byrd 
| Stamps have cost you just 25 cents on 
the dollar of face value, one quarter 
| face or only 4% cents per sheet of six 
stamps. Now figure how much you 





can sell them for to collectors. 

On the same basis of figuring, you 
buy blocks of four of the 2c Commem- 
orative at 2c per block and the 3c 
Commemoratives at 8c per block.

“ This then is The Used Block Racket. 
There is nothing about it that we 
know of that is unlawful or illegal. It 
is merely possible due to the postal 
regulation which provides for the pay- 
ment of salary based on cancellations. 

Doubtless this regulation should be 
changed. Its continuance will even- 
tually do untold injury to the used 
stamp market in America and will 
bring disrepute on United States 
Stamps in every country throughout 
the world. 

We do not believe that stamp deal- 
ers as a whole approve of this wide- 
spread distribution of stamps of this 
class. Altho most any dealer handles 
and will supply stamps of this class 
from sources which have produced 
them for the express purpose of sup- 
plying fine used copies to collectors, 
still we believe that the average deal- 
er would much prefer to see the prac- 
tice broken up. ; 

It undermines and destroys the legi- 
timate value of every legitimate used 
block of stamps in his stock. 

We know that some dealers are 
handling large quantities of these 
stamps, we have had many of them 
submitted to us with inquiries as to

their source, as to whether they were 
postally used and with inquiries as to 
their status. 

We believe that collectors are en- 
titled to know what they are buying 
and we believe that the stamp trade of 
America will be better off without ma- 
terial of this class. 

Some collectors do know. It is be- 
cause of repeated requests from col- 
lectors that we speak on this subject 
for it seems to be the general opinion 
that the practice is one that is caus- 
ing harm and will cause untold injury 
to stamp collecting in America. 

If the Postoffice Department wants 
to permit and encourage business of 
this nature why not take the profit out 
of it for the promoters. Authorize 
the Philatelic Agency to sell lightly 
cancelled used stamps to collectors at 
one quarter face value. Such stamps 
will show a handsome profit for the 
Department, they never will be used 
for postage and the collector will be 
satisfied.

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| Will the Boom in 
Air Covers Last? 





Mr. Percy C. Bishop, president of 
the Philatelic Society of Natal, at that 
Society’s first meeting of the year, 
held on 7th February at the Publicity 
Bureau, Durban, gave an address on 
“The Future of Philately,” in the 
course of which he dealt with certain 
set-backs the hobby had sustained in 
the past, as conveying a lesson to the 
philatelists of today on possible 
changes in the future. In particular, 
the speaker voiced a doubt as to the 
permanence of the boom in Air Mail 
covers. 

“IT am not personally,” said he, “a 
collector of air mail covers, but I 


can well understand the wide-spread | 4 


interest taken in this new by-way of 
philately. That interest has been 
heightened considerably in these days 
of disastrous storms, floods and wash- 
aways by the knowledge that many 
places in the Union and South-West 
Africa have been so completely ma- 
rooned, that no communication with 
the outside world has been possible 
save by aerial mail. 

“IT may mention as an instance an 
envelope brought to me the other day 
by its recipient, a Durban lady, who 
received it by air mail from her son, 
who is stationed at Okahandja, South- 
West Africa. 

“Covers such as this do certainly 
emphasize the wonderful value of air 
mail services as a public utility; and 
the fact that only by air could many 
places, situated like Okahandja, com- 
municate with the outside world, will 
undoubtedly give a big fillip to the 
collecting of air stamps and air mail 
covers. 

“For my own part, however, I have 
never felt that air mail covers, except 
for a few outstanding historical in- 
stances, are likely to be of permanent 
value in the philatelic market. That 
is only my own personal view, but it is 
supported by a life-long experience 
of the changing conditions of our 
hobby. 

“One by one I have seen the side- 
lines of philately dropped and dis- 
credited. I can remember when en- 
tires—cards, envelopes, newspaper 
wrappers—were collected almost with 
the same avidity as adhesives. Today, 
they are very much at a discount, and 
a from the few specialists who 
like to include postal stationery in 
their collections with a view to pre- 
senting a complete picture of a na- 
tion’s ae activities, the value of 
such things as collectible items has 
vanished. Their end was probably 
hastened by the decision of Messrs. 
Stanley Gibbons, Limited, to discon- 
tinue their separate catalogue of En- 
tires, and to sell off, lock, stock and 
barrel, the whole of their holdings in 
that department. 

“Nor was that the only section of 
Philately which Messrs. Gibbons in 
their wisdom decided to jettison. That 
firm’s complete catalogue, at the time

umes: vol. i, British Empire; vol. ii, 
Foreign Countries; vol. iii, Entires; 
vol. iv, Locals. Their decision was to 
abandon, not only vol. iii (Entires), 
but also the comparatively thin vol. iv, 
in which local stamps were listed. 
Here was another department of phil- 
ately—and one not without its fasci- 
nations— doomed practically to ex- 
tinction by the fiat of the leading 
firm of stamp dealers and cataloguers. 

“In banning local stamps, however, 
Messrs. Gibbons were not entirely 
consistent. They still retained, and 
retain in their catalogue to this day, 
certain notable exceptions such as the 
Lady McLeod local of Trinidad. The 
other locals, like the By-Posts of 
Scandinavia, the Russian Rural or 
“Zemstvo” stamps, and a whole host 
of shipping locals, went by the board 
and are heard of no more. 

“The steady trend of events, in fact, 
has been to offload from philately all 
issues save bona fide adhesive post- 
age stamps issued by accredited Gov- 
ernments. If I remember rightly, Mr. 
Charles J. Phillips, the then head of 
the Stanley Gibbons business, an- 
nounced the firm’s decisions in the 
course of an article entitled “Prun- 
ing the Philatelic Tree.” Certainly 
the effect of such pruning was to de- 
prive a great deal of philatelic fruit 
of its commercial flavour. 

“Now, the question that often oc- 
curs to my mind is this: Has the pro- 
cess even now reached finality? Will 
the pruning knife again be brought 
into requisition with a view to keeping 
the range of collectible stamps with- 
in a manageable compass? It is sig- 
nificant that Messrs. Gibbons, while 
publishing separate lists of Air 
Stamps and even providing albums 
for air covers, have made no provision 
for air mail envelopes in their cata- 
logue, but in every case, even in the 
rare Newfoundland flights, have listed 
the stamps purely as adhesive issues. 

“And as adhesive issues, these 
stamps, of course, taking their legiti- 
mate place alongside other adhesives.

Nothing can rob them of that status. 
Air stamps, in that sense, have come 
to stay—except where the decision 
has been taken, as in South Africa, 
to substitute ordinary postage stamps 
for air mail purposes. But except 
as curios or historical mementoes, I 
can personally see no future for the 
air mail cover. It tells us nothing 
of a philatelic character that is not 
contained within the four corners of 
the adhesive stamp or stamps that the 
cover bears; and it has the additional 
disadvantage of being cumbersome, 
difficult to handle, and especially diffi- 
cult to display in an album with due 
justice to its postmarks back and 
front. There are, of course, notable 
exceptions, which have a museum in- 
terest as illustrating the first valiant 
efforts of the aerial pioneers. 

“Experience has taught me to be- 
ware of booms and ephemeral crazes 
in philately. I am old enough to re- 
member how philatelic London went 
mad over the Siege stamps of Mafe- 
king, which today I should not hesi- 
tate to describe as a very dull market. 
The Livingstone provisional of Rho- 
desia is another instance. This stamp 
was probably never worth the price 
originally put upon it, and its market 
has been weakening ever since. And 
then there is the melancholy chapter 
headed “War Stamps.” Many fingers 
have been burned in that connection. 
Of the stamps of the next boom after 
that, the ‘New Europe’ boom, per- 
haps the less said the better.” 

While re-affirming his faith in the 
philatelic hobby, the speaker sounded 
a note of warning concerning the 
grave menace to philately represented 
by charity stamps sold at a premium.

Mother’s Day Stamp 
Out Early 


Altho strict orders were given as 
regards the placing on sale of the new 
Mother’s Day Stamp, postmasters in 
Indiana seem to have been unable to 
read or understand those orders. From 
three points in Indiana we learn of 
the issue of this stamp prior to the 
date of release. ; ; 

From a correspondent in Marion, 
Ohio, we learn of a cover mailed from 
Marion, Indiana as early as April 
25th. Robert Schmutzler of Chicago, 
reports the stamp on covers from 
Montgomery Ward & Co., at Hunting- 
ton, Indiana postmarked April 27 
while our own mail brought a cover 
from Indianapolis, Indiana also post- 
marked on April 27th. ‘ 

Doubtless other violations will be 
reported but it seems queer that all 
thus far reported to us turn up in the 
Hoosier State. 

The new stamp is unusual as United 
States Stamps go. The design as we 
all know is taken from the Whistler 
Painting. Had we our choice of the 
matter we would have preferred to 
see the entire painting surrounded by 
a miniature frame and with the word- 
ing added outside the frame, thus 
showing the painting as it actually is 
and not merely a portion of it. 

As it is, it is the Whistler Painting 
and it is not the Whistler Painting. 
We would much have preferred that 
the entire original painting would 
have been shown. As an historical 
piece it would have been much more 
desirable. 

This new stamp which has already 
been described, and which is doubt- 
less in the hands of most collectors by 
this time is unusual in that it bears no 
numeral of value. For the man who 





can not read, yet knows his numbers, 
the stamp will cause _ confusion. 
Whether there has ever before been a 
United States Postage Stamp which 
did not bear the numeral of value is 
more than we could say without a 
thorough check but a hasty thought 
over the past, calls no such stamp to 
mind. 

The stamp is attractive, yet we do 
not like the Old English lettering 
which seems too large, for a postage 
stamp of this size.

This matter will interest. cigarette 
smokers who have been rolling their 
own due to excessive taxes on their 
favorite brands for now a Louisville 
manufacturer has produced a cigar- 
ette which comes but five in a box, 





each cigarette being about a foot 
long. The idea being that you buy 
five cigarettes on which there is a 
government tax for only five cigar- 
ettes and you then cut them in lengths 
to your liking. By this manner you 
get equivalent to 20 cigarettes that 
come in a regular package yet the tax 
is less because the government reg- 
ulations never took into account 
the fact that a cigarette might come 
a foot long and as a result the cigar- 
ette tax is based on so many cigar- 
ettes with nothing said as to their 
length and thus this new cigarette 
which is named “Head Play” has chis- 
eled the government cigarette tax. 

The next move will doubtless be 
on the part of the government as it is 
most probable that the law will be 
amended to classify cigarettes for 
taxation according to either their 
length or based on the weight of the 
tobacco in them, in which case long 
slim ones or short fat ones can not 
be made and evade the tax that is 
supposed to be paid on them. 

Collectors of Tax Paid Stamps will 
find a stamp for 5 cigarettes on these 
packages instead of the usual 20 Cig- 
— stamps they are familiar 
with.
